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NEW SERVICES TUNNEL TO 
CAUSE UTILITIES INTERRUPTION 


Construction of a new services tunnel in the 
northwest portion of the campus will cause 
some interruption of building services this fall. 


The new tunnel will be the first phase of a 
link between existing portions of the tunnel, 
connecting new buildings such as Mechanical 
Engineering (Engineering Centre II) and the 
proposed Agriculture Building. The first phase 
of the tunnel, under construction September 
through January and costing $425,000, will run 
adjacent to the Nuclear Research Centre and 
Temporary Laboratory “A”, which houses 
Industrial Arts. 


Building services will be interrupted for 
short periods of time probably in October and 
November. There will be no interruption of 
high pressure steam, so none of the buildings 
will be without heating. 


The domestic water supply will be cut off 
for a short period, likely between 8 p.m. and 
6 a.m., in the following: Tory Building, 
Agriculture, Physics, Chemistry, Biological 
Sciences, Nuclear Research Centre, Industrial 
Arts, and the Engineering Centre. 

Chilled water, affecting air conditioning 
and laboratory work, will be interrupted for a 
few days in the following: Tory Building, 
Agriculture, Physics, Chemistry, Biological 
Sciences, Nuclear Research Centre, Industrial 
Arts, the Faculty Club, the Engineering Centre, 
the General Services Building, Printing Services 
Building, Physical Education Centre, Students’ 
Union Building, and University Hall. 

Natural gas service may be interrupted 
for Industrial Arts, the Faculty Club, and 
the Ring Houses only. 

Compressed air from the central system, 
used for laboratory work and the controls for 
air conditioning and heating, will be interrupted 
in some buildings. Only the General Services 
Building, which lacks its own compressor, will 
be affected. 

Electrical power will not be cut of. 

More accurate timing of cut-offs will be 
available later and seven days notice will be 
given where possible. The duration of the 
interruptions will be kept at a minimum.

JOHN PERCY SACKVILLE 
1879-1971 


JOHN PERCY SACKVILLE, Professor Emeritus 
of Animal Science, died Sunday, August 15. 


Professor Sackville, originally from 
Northumberland 
County in Ontario, 
served as Professor 
and Head of 
Animal Husbandry 
(and later Animal 
Science) at this 
University from 
1922 until his 
retirement in 1947, 
Previously he had 
been a Lecturer 
and Associate 
Professor at the 
Ontario Agricultural College, and Livestock 
Editor for The Country Guide in Winnipeg. He 
was a graduate of the Ontario Agricultural 
College and of Iowa State College. 


Throughout his career Professor Sackville 
served on many provincial and national 
committees and organizations concerned with 
the livestock industry. For several years after 
his retirement he was Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Canadian Aberdeen Angus Association. 

In 1947 he was made a Fellow of the 
Agricultural Institute of Canada.
